Procure a case knife 
and a sheet of glass, then a bottle of mucilage. Deposit the 
colors, one at a time on the sheet of glass and add to the dry 
color enough mucilage to make a salve. Of a druggist pur- 
chase a half dozen tin salve boxes and into these boxes put the 
various colors after they have been mixed with the mucilage. 
When you desire to use a color, dip your brush in warm water, 
pass it over the surface of the paste in the box and you will 
d‘scover that you have as fine a color paint for show cards as

DEATH OF SIDNEY P. JOHNSTON. 

Sidney P. Johnston, Ed'tor of The American Arttsan, died 
March 19, 1905. He was born November 30, 1869, in Chicago. 
In 1891 he was graduated from the classical department of 
Northwestern University. Just two vears later he was made 
editor of The American Artisan, a position which he had since 
filled both to. his own credit and the honor of his paper. In this 
capacity he was perhaps more instrumental than any other one 
man in the successful organ‘zation of the different retail Hard- 
ware dealers’ associations. Besides filling his editorial duties so 
successfully, Mr. Johnston was regarded as perhaps the foremost 
authority on chess playing in America, having successfully partici- 
pated in several national and international matches, and having 
been chess editor of the Chicago Tribune for a great many years. 
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Editorial Trade Review 


While the Trade generally have had a good month. 


during March, showing an encouraging increase of sales 
when comparison with last year is made, they look for- 
ward to the month of April to prove conclusively the 
optimistic views: they have announced as giving a san- 
guine estimate to conclusions formed. Purchases have 
been made by the Jobbing trade in support of this belief, 
anticipating the future to that extent, and exceeding in 
the quantities ordered the natural demands of a season 
otherwise most promising. During the present month 
the purchasing of supplies and filling in of stock will 
govern the action of the retailers and relieve any doubt 
the Jobber may entertain that the demand

There have been a number of lines which, by changing 
the list prices and averaging up the cost, have advanced 
the quotations over former prices to a marked extent that 
would warrant a close comparison being made. Favor- 
able reports are being received of the conditions that 
surround the Hardware trade in all the leading trade cen- 
tres. Collections are reported as being good for the 
opening of a Spring trade, and the wants of the West 
will be demonstrated as being of the most sanguine char- 
acter when compared with previous seasons; and the 
views entertained by the Retailers who are familiar with 
the wants of this vicinity would imply a state of affairs 
rarely catered to, and of a kind that would involve the 
most general buying to do it justice. 

Shelf Hardware generally in the way of improved tools 
shows no marked activity as yet; but when the conditions 
of labor become free from all possible doubt as to the 
future, it may be heard from. The Jobbing trade is en- 
gaged in forwarding orders containing large quantities 
of goods which were ordered early, to be delivered at the 
present period, while the “boys on the road” are encour- 
aged by the assortment covered by the orders they send 
“the house,’ which embraces a wide variety of such 
goods the early demands of Spring are sure to call for. 
The warm days in March have stimulated the belief that 
trade will open early in all its fullness, and he who is not 


supplied with warm weather necessities will miss it 


greatly. 

The demand for Builders’ Hardware in all the trade 
centres is unmistakably prominent. There is much of 
the best character of houses being promoted in the largest 
cities, both in the way of great public improvements, as 
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well as those fostered by private capital, such as Banks 
Hotels and fine residences, for which provision must be 
made in the more excellent grades of Builders’ Hard- 
ware; while the smaller, but regular, wants of the more 
conservative communities call for a greater amount of 
Builders’ Hardware than usual at this season of the year; 
for building is a most active business of the Spring 
months, and the indications are that a field of activity 
will soon spring from this one source particularly, that 
will reassure the Hardware dealer for his preparation 
for it. 


ALWAYS BE ABLE TO DELIVER THE GOODS. 


A word to the young man, in the midst of all this cry about 
modern enterprise; don’t be more enterprising than you can 
make good. The commercial world is filled with wrecks caused 
by a too reckless application of that one word, enterprise. How- 
ever, up-to-date the young man of to-day, he frequently would do 
well to stop and take a few lessons in conservatism from slow- 
going old “dad,” who hasn’t quite as much dash to his ideas but 
who someway manages to get around once in awhile to pay 
the bold young plunger’s bills. 

It is well for any mah, old or young, to keep just a little in 
advance of his business but don’t let expenses get too much in 
advance. A business plunger is on almost an equal footing with 
the race-track plunger. He may win, but the chances are many 
times in his favor—to lose. However enterprising a certain 
course may seem, think first whether it will leave enough free 
working capital to permit the business to follow it up; if not, 
don’t take the course. There is a difference between reckless- 
ness and true enterprise. 


ON SELECTING OF ASSISTANTS. 


A good many Hardware dealers can learn some valuable les- 
sons in store management from their detested rivals, the de- 
partment stores; one is the art of specialization. 

The girl at the ribbon counter is not expected to be posted in 
the stationary department but in Hardware stores where sev- 
eral clerks are employed we find them indiscr:minately putting up 
nails and the most intricate Builders’ Hardware. It is hardly 
economy for the real expert to devote his time to commoner 
lines of goods; neither is it good business policy to put any one 
but an expert after the more complex orders. The line of course 
cannot be drawn with entire exactness but every store should 
have at least one salesman of enough practical experience to 
render his services too valuable for him to take the place of the 
cheap helper. 

Every store should have a careful and reliable man who under- 
stands Builders’ Hardware from the practical standpoint and 
every order of that kind should be referred to him. An order 
for a certain number and kind of locks coming from a con- 
tractor does not as a rule designate the special size of screw and 
number of them required for putting the locks on; the salesman is 
supposed to know that, but he frequently doesn’t. If a customer 
don’t know what sort of a hinge he wants or whether a rim or 
mortise lock the expert salesman can frequently tell him by 
knowing the thickness of the door. Even in nails, for building 
purposes, the adaptation of special kinds are taken into con- 
sideration by the clerk who really knows his business. 

Right here let me say that every Hardware store ought to have 
one man who really does know something about nails but not 
one in a hundred has that man. For certain purposes the old 
cut nail is vastly ahead of the modern wire nail while in some 
cases the relative merits are reversed. An expert nail man will 
consider exposure, strain (both extent and direction,) kind of 
wood used, paint, etc. 

Somebody ought to know, too, the difference in effect between 
the commoner so called explosives, powder, dynamite, etc.; also 
the conditions under which it will be set off and how it may be 
safely handled. There should also be a practical machinist on the 
force, especially if agricultural or other machinery is handled. 
Of course in small country’ stores it may be necessary to unite 
some of these specialties in one man; the potnt is, have that one 
man and then don’t keep him busy filling orders that a cheaper 
clerk can handle. It is no small matter to have a reputation 
which will lead local contractors when sending for some line 
of Hardware to say: 

“Be sure and go to Browns. They have a man who knows 
just how to fill that sort of orders and they always put them in 
his hands.”

TALKS WITH RETAILERS 


By AMOS 
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MORE “REFORMERS.” 


What would this poor benighted country do were it not for 
formers, reform leagues, progress leagues, purification so- 
eties and the like? Think of the hundreds of spell binders, 
ack writers and secretaries who would be compelled to get down 
business and really work were it not for the “waves of re- 
rm” that are continually agitating portions of our Land of 
he Free. I don’t mean by this that reforms are never neede:l 
‘1 that the time will ever come when there will be nothing that 
needs correcting. It may be that my living in the territory of 
fammany Hall has formed in me the habit of looking in behind 
ach new reform before I permit myself to be carried away with 


Many reform movements are legitimate in every particular but 

bout eight out of every ten are organized for the purpose of 
iving some one a job or of putting through some scheme that 
as been carefully covered up by some other sclieme that has 
ome chances of winning popular favor. 

lust at present, the fad seems to be “Postal Reform,” and we 
re being told by different organizations that our post-office 1s 
omething less than a hundred years behind the times; that 1t 

managed in the interests of the big express companies; that 
the industrial classes are being robbed for the benefit of others, 
and a lot of other awfu things together with the fact (?) that 
by “our plan” all things can and will be corrected, our postal 
affairs brought not only up-to-date, but somewhat ahead of all 
other countries, the express companies put out of business, ete. 

One of the latest of these many organizations is the “Postal Re- 
form League” office in New York with Immanuel Pfeiffer (a 
splendid name for a reformer) as general manager. 

Here is their “Platform :” 

The Post Office is the people’s official agent for inter- 
communication, and should be the full, the faithful min- 
ister of their needs. 

We therefore propose :— 

1. An improved parcel post system, such as European 
countries have, to carry parcels weighing up to at least 
eleven pounds. . 

2. A postal check system, for the safe and convenient 
payment of small accounts by mail. 

3. A reclassification of all matter on the basis of the 
cost of carrying it, and free delivery throughout the 
country. 

4. Business methods in administration and in contracts 
with railway and other transportation companies, with a 
reduction of postal rates in proportion to the saving thus 
assured, beginning with an immediate reduction of letter 
postage to one cent an ounce. 

5. A court trial before destructive action by the de- 
partment in all cases of alleged abuse of postal privileges. 

6. A legal construction of the provisions concerning 
second-class mail matter safe-guarding the rights of legit- 
imate publishers. 

7. The extension of domestic rates to foreign business. 

8. Postal insurance for all mail matters. 

9. The appointment of a joint committee of Con- 
gressmen and businessmen to revise and codify the 
postal laws, in order to insure clearness and certainty im 
detail, and more efficient postal service. 

THEREFORE—We desire to unite our efforts to keep 
up intelligent discussion and agitation of the subjects of 
postal reform. 

[f they would remove the first paragraph in the above, little in 
he way of protest would come from the merchants of this coun 
try. A “look behind” however shows it’s dollars to doughnuts 
that this first paragraph is the one on which almost the entire 
vork of this organization will be done. Their printed matter 
hows a membership of thirty-one, of which fifteen are publishers 
nd advertising agents who derive a large share of their income 
from the mail order business and who would be immensely ben- 
fe efited by the adoption of laws that would increase the. business 
« § those who sell by mail direct to the consumer. Five of the 

; members are manufacturers or wholesale dealers in articles that 
‘ould be shipped by mail if the parcels post went into effect. Of 


*® the remainder there is one firm whose occupation is given as 
+ = “General Manager,” one lawyer, one insurance agent, four with 
B: no occupations given in the New York City directory, and one 
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professional reformer, George Fred Williams of Boston; the 
president is a manufacturer of watch cases, and the general 
manager and secretary-treasurer are physicians. It would hardly 
seem that any further comment is necessary, but I cannot for- 
bear printing a few extracts from one of their folders entitled 
“Who Will be Benefited by a Parcels Post.” 

They put at the head of the list the merchant in the country 
town and explain how he will be enriched in the following lan- 
vilage. Country Storekeepers. 

“The advantages of a Parcels Post system will perhaps 
be realized by no other class so quickly as by the small 
storekeeper in country towns and villages. The chief dif- 
ficulties with which the small merchant has to contend 
are insufficient capital, distance from wholesale centers 
and cost of expressage on small parcels. A Parcels Post 
system would afford immediate relief from this disad- 
vantage. 

The country merchant has the acquaintance and good- 
will of his customer, and is able to give personal at- 
tention to his special wants and preferences. In the 
nature of things, it is to his advantage and theirs that he 
receive the bulk of their patronage. Where this is not 
the case, it is because the local merchant cannot afford 
to keep in stock all the goods desired, and is prevented 
by the extortionate mail and express rates from order- 
ing the articles in small quantities. Hence the pros- 
pective customer is driven to look elsewhere. With the 
aid of a Parcels Post system, the small storekeeper could 
readily keep in totich with the great wholesale distrib- 
uting agencies. From these he could readily obtain by 
Parcels Post such articles as the customer might decide 
to order from the wholesale catalogue, thus earning a 
reasonable commission without the inconvenience and 
risk involved in carrying a stock of goods likely to be- 
come unsalable. 

Suppose, for instance, that the country merchant could 
receive parcels weighing from one ounce to one hun- 
dred and eleven pounds for one cent a pound—four times 
the actual rate in Germany. Outside of his regular 
stock, few articles in occasional demand would go be- 
yond this weight limit. This would enable him to carry 
an extensive line of samples, instead of a superfluous 
stock in a few lines of goods. This would immensely 
increase his trade, and enable him to meet the varied 
demands of his customers at a great saving of expense. 

As his delivery could also be made by Parcels Post, two 
or three handlings, truckage, and other expenses would 
be saved.” 

[ wonder if they imagine that such an argument will influ- 
ence any number of members of State Hardware Associations 
or any one else with even half the average amount of gray mat- 
ter, who reads farther on in the same circular of the benefits to 
others. Of the “Merchants in Large Cities” the league says: 

“The Parcels Post System would be of special benefit 
to the merchants in large cities, by avoiding the enor- 
mous waste incident to the delivery of goods to local and 
suburban customers. Under the present ruinously ex- 
travagant method, the delivery wagons of a dozen mer- 
chants follow each other over practically the same terri- 
tory. The Parcels Post system would systematize the in- 
dustry and lessen the expenses of all these establish- 
ments.” 

And now see how cleverly the following is worded: 


The Farmers. 

The many discomforts of a farm life, under present 
circumstances, are immensely aggravated by lack of ade- 
quate postal facilities. The Rural Free Delivery, while a 
decided step forward, is very incomplete, and must al- 
ways be operated at a heavy loss, unless accompanied 
by a Parcels Post system. With such a law as that of 
Austria-Hungary, the farmer would not be compelled 
to drive several miles in order to make a few purchases. 
He could simply draw a postal check, mail it free, and 
within a few hours receive the goods by mail from 
his local merchant. Is there any reason why the far- 
mers of the United States should remain destitute of the 
simple conveniences provided by European governments 
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to their agricultural class? A Parcels Post law would 
at once put the Rural Free Delivery system on a paying 
basis, as well as effecting enormous saving in time and 
money to the farmer, and increasing to an inestimable 
extent the comforts of farm life. 

Does any one not:ce how careful tney were to say that the far- 
mer sends his check to his local merchant? The idea that he 
would send it to a city department store or to a catalogue house 
is too preposterous to be given a moment’s consideration. 

In all of the literature sent out by this league not one word 
is said about catalogue houses—the reason is of course obvious, 
eh &

tised. Modern business is quick business—modern advertising 
should be a reflex of the business-getting to the heart of the mat- 
ter in double-quick order. In writing an advertisement get right 
at your story. Plunge into it as the bather plunges into the 
ocean. Preamble is obsolete.

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The ad with the cut at the top is an exception to the general 
rule which demands talk and description. The value of this ad 
lies in the fact that the guns mentioned in it are well known to 
a'l users of guns because of liberal use of space by the makers 
of those guns in publications of a general circulation. The 
“Home Exerciser” ad is another exception, this time to that rule, 
so often broken, that headlines should not be misleading. If the 
top line of this ad was the only display line, it would attract the 
attention of would-be athletes and few if any others, but ar- 
ranged as it is the reader sees not only the headline but the real 
subject matter of the ad at one and the same moment. 

After some merchants have decided to advertise they do not 
stop to consider what kind would be the best for them, but take 
up with whatever scheme first comes to them in the name of ad- 
vertising. A sick person might as consistently rush into an 
apothecary shop and snatch down the first bottle within reach 
without stopping to investigate whether its contents were adapt- 
ed for use in his particular case or not. The indiscriminate ad- 
vertiser has about as much prospect of being benefited as would 
the sick person who might seek relief in the manner described 
In either case more harm than good would result.

“Shall we stop our advertising for a while now?” 

This is a question that some business men—says an exchange— 
arc apt to ask themselves particularly in their “dull season.” 

Suppose your engineer asked you: 

“Shall I 

What would you reply? 

“Why no—unless you want the engine to stop!” 

The advertiser who thinks of discontinuing may argue, “We 
have been advertising so long and so steadily that our name and 
specialties are well known, and we intend to advertise again 
when business is better in our line than it appears to be now; in 
the meantime our business won’t stop.” 

No; neither will the engine stop, says the “money maker,” the 
minute the men suspend shoveling in coal. The po‘nt is, how- 
ever, that when the engine is to be started again, ten times as 
much will have been lost in power as has been saved in fuel 
or feed. 

Using up reserve force never pays. If it is a loss, however, 
it may be looked at. The buying public is prone to forget. It 
is. moreover, much more difficult and much more expensive to 
regain a lost customer than to prevent his staying away.

GIVING THE CUSTOMER A SHOW. 

A well arranged show-case is an illustrated catalogue, of which 
the display in the window is the cover. ‘The latter may be unique 
through some original design or an artistic effect or just through 
a good, business-like arrangement, so long as it is attractive in 
some way. It’s purpose is really to catch the eye and awaken in- 
terest in what is inside. 

With internal arrangements it is different. Here almost any 
feature that would be of service in the printed catalogue, in the 
line of classification for ready reference, may be made use of ta 
advantage. The general effect should be pleasing, it is true, but 
in the place where the actual business is done the most pleas- 
ing effect is that which renders the desired line of goods the most 
available for the inspection of the purchaser. 

Frequently the purchasing idea is still too vague for the cus- 
tomer to feel warranted in expressing it; at the same time he is 
sufficiently interested to appreciate the chance to do a little quiet 
inspecting on his own hook. If, after some trifling purchase he 
can walk about the store and see a classified display of the cov 
eted article as convenient to all his senses as the printed catalogue 
is to his eye, it frequently happens that an interested listener to 
the salesman’s story is secured where least expected. It is al- 
ways a safe rule to make it as easy as possible for the visitor to 
help himself to. information. A man always likes better to 
talk about something he understands than something he doesn’t. 


HOW TO USE HUMOR. 


Happy 1s the man who has an ever ready fund of funny stories 
—if he only knows how to use them; otherwise he is an abomina- 
tion. Nothing is better for relieving a strained situation caus 
ed by the blundering or want of tact in another than the laugh 
caused by some impersonal little story that harms no one. Often, 
too, it is the easiest refuge for the merchant who is questione: 
for an opinion upon some topic he prefers to remain neutral on: 
a political campaign, a religious discussion or possibly a neigh- 
borhood quarrel. Many an unwelcome question has been ans- 
wered in this way and where a sober answer would seem certain 
to give offence to one side or the other of the controversy, the 
funny story, if new and funny enough, may not only relieve the 
situation for the party questioned but in the laugh, the contro- 
versy itself may be forgotten by the principals. 

In resorting to this method however it is well not to select 
such a story as will bring a laugh upon either of the disputing 
parties or seemingly ridicule the subject of the discussion. Rather 
have it, if possible, throw the laugh upon yourself as a non- 
participant.

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UNDERPAID POSTAGE ON LETTERS FOR FOREIGN COUN- 
TRIES. 


United States consuls are constantly calling attention to the 
importance of putting the proper amount of postage on letters 
sent to foreign parts. “It seems,” says one writer, calling atten- 
tion to the prevail:ng carelessness of the American people, partic- 
ularly business men, in this connection, “that our people do not 
fully realize that the postage to foreign countries is 5 cents for 
each half ounce or fraction thereof, and not 2 cents for each 
ounce or fraction thereof. The sending of letters at local rates 
to Canada, Mexico, Cuba, Etc., has greatly increased the liability 
to stamp letters for all other countries at the same rate.” 

The same writer thinks it would be a good idea to have “the 
letters upon which the postage has not been paid in full returned 
to the sender.” It might be a good plan; but it may be best 
for all concerned to have their attention called to the actual con- 
ditions under which letters are now carried. Parties who are so 
careless as to have their letters sent with insufficient postage must 
not be surprised if the letters are returned, or, when not returned, 
if answers never come. 

It not infrequently happens that the letter, when read, 1s rele- 
gated to the wastebasket by an exasperated merchant or manufac- 
turer. It indicates a degree of carelessness that leads foreign 
business men to beiieve it best to avoid dealings with those who 
do it. 

A leading firm in Gottenborg, Sweden, writing to an American 
trade journal points out the evils of the present system in no 
uncertain tones. It says: 

In the December number of your journal we find some lines 
on the prepayment of foreign postage. We have read the article 
with great interest and think it well worthy of consideration. 
seing importers of great quantities of American goods we receive 
very many letters from the United States, and can, from our 
own experience, say that business men of no other nation are 
so extremely careless in these things as are the american firms. 
Not a single week passes without half a dozen or more letters 
coming to us with underpaid postage. And this not only from 
firms with which we are in regular correspondence, but also from 
manufacturers making us offers and sending their catalogues for 
inspection. Whether this is due to the ignorance or negligence 
of the “office boy” we do not know. At any rate, we do not 
blame the boy, but the firm, for the carelessness. 

The foreign firm you refer to writes about Is, 2d. (26 cents) 
underpaid postage. This is enough, but we can give you a still 
better example as far as postage due is concerned. Upon the 
request for catalogues and quotations a firm in the United 
States sent us a heavy parcel of printed matter, the cover with a 
2-cent stamp on it. The underpaid postage armounted to 5.04 
kroner (about $1.50). We thought this rather too much and 


returned the lot. 

United States Consul John C. Caldwell, San Jose, Costa Rica, 
says that the question of underpaid postage is becoming an irri- 
tating one in his district, and is beginning to have a bad effect on 
merchants trading with the United States. 

Success in the foreign field is sure to come to those who do 
well the little things that consuls and others, familiar with the 
facts, are constantly advising. Letters sent abroad without suff- 
cient postage are penalized. Usually double de- 
manded before the letter is delivered to the party to whom it is 
addressed. The penalty, however, is not the dangerous feature 
in connection with this carelessness; it is the disgust of the re- 
cip‘ent of the letter. How very great should be the care taken 
will be seen from the following statement of an incident in the 
office of the leading export journal referred to. The editor says: 

Some time ago we received a letter from a corresponent in 
Liverpool inclosing the cover of a letter on which full postage 
had not been prepaid, stating that he simply called our atten- 
tion to it because the same mistake had occurred several times 
before, and suggested that we give our mailing clerk instructions 
to be more careful. We answered, apologiz:ng for the mistake, 
and promised to do what we could to prevent its recurrence. 
In due course we received another letter calling our attention 
to the fact that even this letter containing our apology had been 
short paid in sp‘te of all our precautions. 

What does this mean? Simply that the men in 
mailing division have their minds on other things. Only an or- 
dinary degree of intélligence is required in such a division; and 
yet the record here is of inexplicable, inexcusable carelessness. 

Another fact often called to the attention of business men by 
consular officers, is the importance of putting extra postage into 
letters asking for information. Stamps of the country to which 
the letters are sent need not be used. United States stamps are, 
as a rule. preferred, for the foreigners often have use for them 
when asking for information here. The whole question of for- 
eign postage is important. Too much attention can not be given 
to it. At times a great deal depends upon it; more than mer- 
chants and manufacturers may think.—Consular Reborts. 
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A NEGLECTED POINT. 
That one of the first advertising duties of the Hardware deal: r 


to his business is to give his place a distinguishing name aroui | 
which to crystallize all his other forms of advertising may 
readily enough -conceded, but the equally important fact th 
such a name should be selected for some definite object is qui 
often overlooked. The “Empire” Hardware store or the “Be 
hive,’ or the “Hub,” may use their handle as a sort of hook fro: 
which to dangle occasional packages of advertising effort, bi 
there is nothing in names of that sort to bring the firm out b 
itself and make it a distinct individuality among all others of i 
class. 

The advertising cognomen of any business house or man shou! 
disclose one of three things: 

Who he is, 
Where he is, or 
What he is. 

[f more than one of these three objects can be served at onc 
so much the better, providing all can be forcefully expressed it 
a very few words. But space means more in this form of pub 
licity than in any other. A few extra lines in a newspaper means 
that much greater expense. A few extra words may mean the 
difference between success and failure when the medium of pub 
lic speech is made use of. A bright idea cleverly expressed in a 
few words is pretty apt to make a hit; but drawn out, it falls 
flat, and the whole idea is spoiled. 

Often the name of an individual or a location will offer specia! 
opportunities for this form of advertising. To illustrate, a man 
by the name of Irons had in big letters over his door, 

THE PLACE OF IRONS 


AND OTHER HARDWARE, 


the second line being in considerably smaller type, but still large 
enongh to be easily read. This same form of business identifica- 
tion he also used in all his newspaper advertising until with the 
average person in that town “The Place of Irons” was as much 
a local land mark as “Herald Square,” New York, while the 
facetiously inclined of both the juvenile and mature classes con- 
sidered the rest of the cognomen a real hit until Mr. Irons was 
as well known by the pseudonym of “Irons and other Hard- 
ware” as by his own name. He had perhaps builded better than 
he knew in giving the public a brief business name which meant 
something and a longer one which meant a little more and which 
the people might let alone without hurting the effect of the main 
idea or make use of if their sense of humor so inclined them. 
In either case Irons and Hardware were inseparably associated in 
that town. 

Where the individual name does not present special linking 
opportunities the location may sometimes be made to yield one. 
In a certain town a Hardware firm that happened to be located 
at No. 2 Eighth Street, utilized a big figure 8, across the face of 
which were laid two monster machine bolts, making the $ sign. 
No doubt they reasoned that that mark attracts more people than 
any other and their newspaper advertising was largely made up 
of suggestions on “What a $ will do” along housekeeping and 
other lines. Their sign, which suggested their location, once it 
was understood, also their line of business, was therefore made 
a pertinent part of their newspaper advertising and also made 
a good hit. It has one weak point, however—reproduction among 
customers. While the firm can themselves produce good results 
through their own medium, type, the people who see their adver- 
tising and are pleased cannot very well reproduce it to their 
friends through their medium, speech; so the concern lose the 
opportunity of being talked about or at least of having their hit 
become a part of current street jargon and are forced to do‘their 
own talking. 

A great deal might be said about the advertising value of a 
store name and in regard to its wise selection; indeed, from the 
infrequent and inadequate use made of this opportunity a good 
deal more ought to be said than ever has been. It is about the 
only form of modern advertising that in itself costs absolutely 
nothing but some careful study and the one that can be made 
to add materially to the value of all other forms. The linking of 
a man, his location and his business with some tangible idea 
around which his more expensive forms of advertising and the 
public’s Hardware interests can group through association can be 
made the most effective form of advertising within anything like 
a similar cost. It may require a good deal of careful study—in- 
deed, should be given such. Perhaps no hit is always possible 
through some happy chance of names, but that is not an absolute 
necessity, only the occasion should be embraced if it presents 
itself. It is a task that has to be done but once, and once well 
done it imparts a great amount of vigor and individuality to all 
advertising put out; but for some reason, perhaps because it its 
done but once, its importance is lost sight of and it is generally 
treated as an incidental both by business houses and by writers 
in trade periodicals. : XENO W. PuTNAM.

COMMON CARRIER FOR LOSS OF A PASSENGER'S 


BAGGAGE. 


LIABILITY OF A 


A common carrier is a carrier that makes a business of carry- 
ing for hire and for the general public. The general rule is that 
a common carrier is liable for a loss of goods which he agrees to 
carry, under all circumstances, save such as arise from an act 
of God or from the public enemy. In general, a passenger’s bag- 
gage comes within this rule, even though there is nothing paid 
to the carrier specifically for the transportation of the baggage 
separate and apart from what is paid for the transportation of 
the passenger. 

The term “baggage” under the law may mean what one car- 
ries for personal convenience in traveling, such as a trunk con- 
taining wearing apparel for use; or such effects as commercial 
travelers’ samples; or effects that one carries in the hand as 
hand baggage. 

The lability of the common carrier in these three cases is not 
the same. We will discuss first ordinary baggage, for which the 
passenger pays no extra charge, it being assumed that the charge 
for his passenger ticket covers it also, and which he places in the 
care of the carrier. In general, as we have seen, for this sort of 
baggage a common carrier is liable, and proof on his part that 
he has not been guilty of negligence will not absolve him from 
liability for loss. 

The courts have laid down what may be included in the term 
“ordinary baggage,” saying it must be such effects carried by 
the passenger as are for his convenience in travel and while at 
his destination, suited in amount and character to his station in 
life. The law will look to the person’s station in life, habits, 
tastes, etc. In one case a Russian lady of wealth, traveling in 
this country, was held entitled to reimbursement for loss on 
$10,000 worth of lace carried in her trunk for her own use. I[n 
another case a German traveling in this country with six dozen 
shirts among his effects, was permitted to hold these as bag- 
gage, for the reason that in Germany it 1s customary to keep on 
hand large quantities of linen, since washing is done less fre- 
quently in that country than in America. The purpose of the 
journey will determine something. One going on a fishing ex- 
cursion might claim as baggage things which if going away to 
school, or going into the military service, he might not so claim. 
It is necessary to take into account the station in life, the busi- 
ness, the object of the journey, the character of the effects, as to 
whether they are personal or not, and the reasonableness of the 
amount. Among the things declared not to have been baggage 
in the ordinary sense as here treated are bedding and household 
goods, presents, jewelry, etc., not intended to be worn, and the 
samples of a traveling salesman. 

There is a law of Congress dealing with this subject so far as 
it affects articles shipped as baggage on vessels. Under that law 
watches not intended for use on the journey, a muff carried by a 
male passenger, money of a large amount, are held not to be bag- 
gage; so with stage properties, costumes, advertising matter. 
For such things among his baggage as are not reasonably suited 
to the passenger en route or at his destination, the carrier is not 
liable where he can prove that he was not negligent. 

If, of course, the carrier accepts as baggage something that 1s 
not, at the same time knowing that it is not, he is liable for it as 
baggage. 

One may not carry another's baggage with him as his own and 
in case of loss hold the carrier liable irrespective of the carrier's 
negligence. This does not prevent one carrying articles hired 
or borrowed, where they fall within the proper description of 
ordinary language, and for the loss of such things he is entitled 
to reimbursement in case of loss as under the general rule. 

If a passenger gave no consideration at all for the carrying of 
himself and his baggage, as where he rides on a free pass, the 
carrier is not liable under the rule, excepting where he can be 
proven to have been grossly negligent. If, however, there was 
anything valuable given for the pass, even though it be not 
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money, as, for instance, where the user of the pass gives adv 
tising space in a publication, or services, the carrier is liable und r 
the general rule. 

In this talk we have been discussing such baggage as 1s pt 
into the control of the carrier, as in the case of a trunk put in» 
the hold of a ship, or into the baggage car of a passenger tra) 
In our next we shall discuss the liability of the carrier for t! 
loss of hand-baggage kept by a passenger in his own custody, ar | 
for the loss of traveling salesmen’s samples.

Payment by Note of Third Party. 


Question: I sold a cart to a man and took from him in pay 
ment the note of a third person for $25. That note was no 
paid. I want to sue the man to whom I sold the cart, but h 
claims that I cannot hold him, because I accepted another man 
note in payment. Is this claim correct? 

Repty: If the purchaser endorsed the note to you, you ca 
of course hold him on his endorsement, provided you gave du 
notice of protest. If he was not an endorser on the note, anid 
the note was given and accepted for a debt contemporaneous! 
contracted, a presumption of payment would arise. Where 
creditor accepts the obligation of a third party for a debt con 
tracted at the time the note is accepted, the presumption 1s that 
it was taken in payment and the burden of proving the contrary) 
rests upon him. Where, however, the obligation is received fo: 
a preceding debt, the presumption is that it was not taken in pay 
ment and the burden of proof is shifted accordingly. We think 
therefore, that unless you can show that the debt was contracted 
before the note was given or some agreement to the contrary, the 
acceptance of this note was a payment of the debt and your onl 
remedy is against the maker of the note. 


Savings Bank—Right of Person Presenting Pass Book to Draw 
Deposit. 

QvuESTION: If a person deposits money in a savings bank and 
receives a pass book which is lost or stolen, is the bank justified 
in paying the money to any person presenting the book, provide. 
its officers did not know of the loss or theft? In case such a pay 
ment is made, can the depositor compel the bank to pay the money 
a second t.me? 

RepLy: <A pass book is not negotiable and its mere possession 
constitutes in itself no evidence of a right to draw money thereon 
It merely implies a liability of the bank to the depositor for th 
inoney deposited, and an agreement to repay them at such time 
and in such manner as he shall direct. The depositor may by 
special contract author‘ze payments to be made in some other 
manner than by his direction, but in order to make such pay- 
ments a protection to the bank, it is necessary for it to show som 
special agreement with the depositor authorizing such a mode 
of payment. Many banks require a depositor on making a de 
pos't to sign and agree to certain by-laws which provide that the 
bank may lawfully pay the deposit to any person presenting the 
book. But unless such a special agreement was made with th» 
depositor, the bank in relying on the mere possession of the book 
in paying out the deposit, acts at its peril. 


Separation Agreement not Impaired by Divorce. 

QvesTIoN: A husband and wife agreed to separate, and he 
promised to pay $15 per week for her support dur.ng the term 
of her natural life. Thereafter she obtained an absolute divorce 
against him for his misconduct, but did not apply for, or obtain 
any award of alimony from the court. Is he still bound to 
support her? 

Repty: If the separation agreement was made directly ve 
tween the husband and the wife and in contemplation of a fu 
ture separation, it was illegal and void. But if it was made 
through the medium of a trustee and after a separation had ac 
tually taken place, then it was effective to bind the husband to 
pay the sum therein provided for his wife’s support. Assuming 
that the contract was valid at the time of its execution, we 
think that the subsequent granting of the decree of divorce did 
not affect the husband’s obligation to continue the payments 
Jecause of the marriage relation the husband was bound to sup. 
port his wife. This legal obligation was the basis for the agree 
ment. After the agreement was once made, it was not in the 
power of either party acting alone and against the will of the 
other to do an act which would destroy or affect their contract 
If it was intended that a divorce should have this effect, the 
parties should have so provided by their contract.

Business, like concerns, has grown to meet the demand, yea and

THE AGGRESSIVE BUSINESS PROMOTERS OF TO-DAY 
not wait for demand to come, they make it come. It used to be 
it a man bought his goods now it were better to say, his goods 
re sold to him. True, we must have a sympathetic public to work 
and conditions must have advanced far enough to receive our 
ropositions, but in the majority of cases the burden of consummat- 
ng the transfer of goods is carried on by the seller. He does not 
vait for you to determine your needs, he anticipates them for you. 

(he suecess of any enterprise depends upon these prime factors: 

Ist. It must either fill a long felt want, or fill some want which 

s creation generates. 

2d. It must be presented with force enough to convince your pros- 
pective purchaser. 

od. The length and size of your success depends upon integrity 
When you see a man or a concern who thinks 
that his past efforts are sufficient to warrant future business, and 
who gradually lessens his push, and leans upon his past achievements,

The constant swirl of commercialism soon undermines and rots his 
prop off, and nine times out of ten he never regains his equilibrium.

lid it ever occur to you that there was such a disease as selt- 
setistaction? After you get on the top, don’t watch your neighbor 
on the nearest rung to you; watch Father Time as he shoves the 
ladder up. A runner never looks behind. His business is ahead. 
We have for a great many years quoted “Necessity is the Mother of 
invention.”” which has been proven thousands of times since its utter- 
ance; but invention looking into the future becomes many times the 
parent of a child which at some future day becomes so universal in its 
fulfillment of needs as to be one of the rocks upon which the sue- 
cesses of our institutions rest. 

In this century, a great many so-called luxuries, when they at first 
ippeared, have grown to be absolutely indispensable after being thor- 
oughly introduced. Take, for instance, our great telephone system. 
When in 1874 Frederic Graham Bell, of Boston, working on a sug- 
vestion, gave the world its first proof of what it could expect from 
his great achievement, it was considered a decided luxury, occupying 
about the same position then as wireless telegraphy does to-day. Now 
what is it considered, and what has it been considered for years in 
‘he business world? It is so far reaching in its office as to be not 
nly universally employed in cities and towns, but the farmer sees its 
value, and is making use of it. Constant changes are being made, the

field in themselves, capable of absorbing the whole attention of some 

f our shrewdest managers. Draw for a moment a focus on a Hard- 

‘are stock when nails were made by hand. Think back and picture 

0 yourselves the variety of shelf goods, if they may be so called, 

i few were boxed like to-day, and in your imagination you will see 

very meager display. Take from our present stocks those lines 
which have been invented and adopted during, if you please, the last 
lifty years. Substitute for our modern articles of trade those which 
vere sold before the fifties. Employ the same methods which were 
then employed. Eliminate all modern tools and appliances from your 
work shop, and you have indeed “an old curiosity shop.’

Our steel industry and its constant growth is a good barometer, 
not only of our industrial activities, but of our advancement in the 
introduction of new ideas as each takes its place to become one of 
the many factors to which we are indebted for our present splendid 
conditions. 

On the other hand, we have our ebb, if you will allow the phrase. 
‘To-day we are deprived of the sale of certain articles which our gen- 
eral advancement has eliminated from our stocks. Certain lines of 
carpenter tools are no longer needed because of the increased amount 
of mill work being done. A tinner can no longer afford to make his 
own stock. nor a blacksmith his own tools, his horseshoes and his 
horseshoe nails; yet this is the result of growth. 

THIS IS AN AGE OF CENTRALIZATION, 
as well as specializations. 

Now we have a machine shop with a collection of specialists who, 
like machines, know not their neighbors’ work. One man now fits 
your horse’s shoe, another drives the nails. Now we have a salesman 
and a buyer, a credit man and a man to iron down the goose pimples 
after his cool reception. 

All are fitted for the positions, and results are more satisfactory 
than as if each man did his share of each office. We have all noted 
this gradual change and can recall the constant displacement from 
year to year of certain lines by others. My experience as compared 
with that of most of you is small indeed. But as I look back and 
compare conditions, I can see in many instances, 

LINE AFTER LINE WHICH HAS GRADUALLY BEEN LOST 
to the Hardwareman and been absorbed by some special trade, unless 
the Hardwareman, following the evolution, sees fit to adopt the 
change. 

No longer does a Hardwareman in some localities have any use for 
base burners. The number of furnaces in use is constantly being 
lessened. Every time a change is made, and a new building goes up, 
steam or hot water goes in; and some one else gets the profit. The 
same with oil cook stoves, displaced by gasoline, gasoline by gas. ‘TRe 
sale of gas ranges, transferred to the gas company, which has estab- 
lished a custom of dispensing all appliances used in the consumption 
of their product. 

‘This last evolution has driven those manufacturers not affiliated 
with the gas company to sell direct to the consumer at as low a price 
or even lower than they will sell to us. Here is an evolution which 
in the course of our progress works an ill to the Hardware store. 
There are certain lines in our trade which, no matter where the local- 
ity, are considered necessary stock. All stores with the word Hard- 
ware over their doors carry these. Then again, there are lines which 
owing to the judgment of the concern and the needs of the locality, 
are added to these staples, until 

SUCH A NUMEROUS VARIETY OF STOCKS 

ean be found as to bewilder even some of the oldest and most experi- 
enced Hardwaremen. 

Our stock harbors no culinary utensils, stoves, screen doors, paints, 
oils, glass, refrigerators and a score of other lines which I might men- 
tion. Some carry one or more and others the whole variety, depend- 
ing upon local conditions. When a man sells much of one line and 
little of another, he is going to confine himself to that which his judg- 
ment tells him brings in the dollars, and eliminate that which grows 
shopworn before he cuts off the profit to induce his customers to 
relieve him of it. 

Much could be said in this regard, but very little of it would be 
new to the majority of us. 

In summing up the whole situation, no one here, J believe, will 
deny the fact that the most successful among us are those who are 
abreast of the times. As I have said before, I do not believe that 
there is any line of business which calls for 

BETTER OR MORE LEVEL-HEADED MEN 

to make it a success. It is one of the best educators of the trades 
and if a man is capable of carrying on a successful Hardware store 
his business capacity and universal knowledge is far ahead of the 
majority of trade managers. Our future rests where it ought, largely 
upon our own shoulders as individuals, and what we get out of our 
organizations. 

We have not been the first to organize, but the rapidity of our 
growth as an organization, both local and State, shows us the value 
of mutual helpfulness and good fellowship. Some will insist upon 
standing in their own light until a sudden burst of illumination 
shows them their advantage; and I do not hesitate to predict that 
our organization and others are approaching that brilliancy, when all 
subject to any impression will record themselves and become a part 
of our unity. 

In looking into the future and judging from our past advancement, 
I predict that our posterity and theirs will see conditions which are 
as foreign to us to-day as ours would have been to our forefathers. 

I am not prophet enough to tell what these changes and growth 
will be, but come they will. I can see a great need for systematized 
education, especially for those upon whom we depend for assistance. 
The success of our business rests more than we know in the hands 
of our help, and the impression which they make upon the trade make 
for or against our success. 

For instance, a local association could be made more of a school, 
not only for the Hardwareman, but for his clerks. Certain courses of 
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study could be employed where more could be learned in our work 
than in six months by absorption in connection with store duties. 
Why not familiarize ourselves with modern needs in salesmanship 
and systematized accounts, as well as talking over prices of goods‘ 
Our clerks could enter into competition with each other to demon- 
strate their ability as salesmen. Following this suggestion make 
actual approaches to supposed customers and endeavor to make sell- 
ing impressions. 

Place him in a position to make more money for the concern and 
incidentally for himself. Raise him out of the rut of thinking like 
the little fellow did, who, upon asking for a job and was asked by 
the proprietor, what he thought he wanted a boy for, replied, ‘to 
pay $3.00 per week to.”” Show him what he can do and make him 
acquainted with the size of other clerks, then he will have a standard 
to work to. 

How much Latin would a man be expected to absorb by selling 
Latin grammars? Show him the inside of things whose outside ap- 
pearances look natural, and he'll make customers for you. Again, we 
must endeavor to fight against the tendency of direct-to-consumer 
business. Help those jobbers and manufacturers who are true to our 
interests. 

Do not assume a lazy attitude where your interests and theirs are 
concerned and through lack of push and education do not compe! 
a manufacturer to be his own retailer. This tendency is increasing 
because of the gulf which is the 

RESULT OF LARGE CONSUMERS ON THE ONE HAND 

and the acknowledged inability of the Hardware merchant to handle 
the business on the other. A line of goods once lost is rarely ever re- 
gained. When a concern commences to dispense its own product, 
sometimes from choice and sometimes from necessity, they seldom 
if ever cater to our interests again. Our existence and growth de- 
pends, as I have said before, upon our ability, and our ability is 
the result of education and experience. We need the manufacturer 
and the jobber, and they need us. Be fair. 

In the process of evolution we must conform to its demands, striv- 
ing to adjust ourselves to some changes, and also prevent, as much as 
possible, changes which divert the stream of trade to other channels 
than ours. One of these channels has grown to such an extent as 
to demand our utmost vigilance, and cannot be passed without a 
remark. 

Our friends, the catalogue houses and department stores, are 

NOT ONLY A MENACE TO LOCAL DEALERS 

and their trade, but to the community which they drain. They differ 
from any of our great drainage systems in that out of the vast wealth 
which they annually absorb from our various localities, it returns not 
a farthing. Your local dealer bears the burden of accounts while 
they pick up the loose change. If we expect to check their growth in 
the future we must do so more as an organization than as individuals, 
We must show the public the proposition as it appears to us and as 
it really is. 

Place ourselves in a position to cope with them, increase our facili- 
ties, prevent if possible unjust legislation, and show our community 
the necessity of home patronage and home institutions. To do this 
we must be a power. Power rests in unity, a unity is the result of 
concrete action, and concrete action is inspired by mutual grievances.

' BALTIMORE BUSINESS BOOMING. 

Like a twentieth century Phoenix, the New Baltimore has 
risen from the great fire of a year ago. Never, in the history of 
the world, has a burned city been so rapidly and so well rebuilt. 
Never has such a fire occurred before without bringing in its 
wake a large number of failures. But here in Baltimore no 
business disaster followed and the volume of business being done 
in Baltimore is greater than ever before. This is shown by the 
bank clearings. 

Now in about twelve months after the fire, many blocks of 
modern office buildings, handsome stores and up-to-date ware- 
houses stand where there were only ruins and ashes. 

Already the feeling of larger business is making itself felt, and 
Baltimore is sure in the future to take even a more prominent 
place in the business world than it has in the past. 

A number of large Hardware stocks were completely destroyed 
by the fire of a year ago—but with hardly an exception these 
burned-out concerns resumed business at once. The energy and 
push displayed by the Hardware trade was remarkable—one con- 
cern, the Stewart-Crook Hardware Co., having a compete new 
stock and being ready for business within ten days after the fire. 
Mr. Stewart, when asked about trade conditions, said: “Outlook 
for Summer trade is very bright—never has been better. At the 
present time we are rushed to our very limit with business, hav- 
ing just all the trade we possibly can handle. We have now 
some forty or fifty contracts to figure on, and no doubt Spring 
and Summer will bring even more new building than is now tak- 
ing place.” The Stewart-Crook Hardware Co. will probably be 
located in their store at 7 No. Liberty Street by the middle of 
April. The new location is within a half block of their old store. 

Another Baltimore concern reporting business good is the 
Anderson & Ireland Co., whose business is about three-quarters 
wholesale. Mr. C. W. Ireland, of the firm, said: “Of course, it 
was a loss to us to be burned out, but in a few days we had our 
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organization working again and our men ‘on the road.’ Countr 
trade now is good, and, of course, city trade is all right. We hav 
our men see their customers every three or four weeks, and in th: 
way keep in close touch with the trade. No doubt at all but tha 
our city will become a greater jobbing centre, and, with improve. 
docks, will be a still more important port.” 

I. H. Davidson, of the firm of F. H. Davidson & Co., wit! 
stores at 509 W. Franklyn Street. in speaking of the general out 
look, said: “In all probability there will come some setback t 
the good business of the present, but Baltimore is prepared fo 
anything now. We have faced and overcome the great losses tha 
were brought by the fire and the business concerns here now ar: 
probably in better shape than ever before.” 

With four salesmen on the road, the Wilcox Hardware and 
Iron Co. carry on a good wholesale trade from their stores, locat 
ed at 404-6 N. Gay Street. “Country trade is very good,” said 
Mr. Louis Wilcox, “and advance orders were larger this year 
than in 1904. All indications point to a good business for at 
least three years to come.” The Wilcox Hardware and Iron Co 
keep in close contact with the small Hardware stores. 

A fine new Hardware store is that now occupied by Finley 
Roberts & Co., who have succeeded Duke, Peterson & Co. The 
arrangement of the store is especially good and up-to-date shelv- 
ing is used to good advantage in the displaying of stock. This 
concern cater to the general retail trade and carry everything in 
Hardware and builders’. supplies. 

One of the largest jobbing and commission houses of Balti- 
more is Henry Keidel & Co. This concern act as Southern 
agents for many of the best-known manufacturers and are in 
this way in position to handle large quantities of goods. The 
entire South, into Texas, is traveled by Henry Keidel & Co. 
Business was reported as being very good throughout the South, 
especially in the coal and iron counties. 

One of the most progressive retailers of Baltimore is The 
“Little Joe Wiesenfeld Co.,’ with a large double store on Balti- 
more Street. The original business of this concern was bicycles 
and bicycle goods, in which lines a large business was done five 
or six years ago. General sporting goods were taken up and the 
line has gradually been enlarged. A complete stock of small 
Hardware has been added and all these lines go well together. 
In referring to business conditions Mr. Wiesenfeld said: “During 
1903 and 1904 we found a constantly growing business and the 
outlook for this Summer’s trade is very good. All sporting sup- 
plies are in good demand and the Hardware end of our business 
has been very active all the Spring. The future of Baltimore's 
business will be even greater than the past.” The Wiesenfeld 
Co. devote much attention to the window displays and have at 
all times very attractively trimmed windows. 

In referring to the business which has come as a result of 
the large amount of building due to the fire, one Baltimore dealer 
said: “One would naturally think a great fire would be a benefit 
to the Hardware trade—but it is not! I don’t think there has 
been any better business in our line than in 1900 or IgoI. You 
know, many of the large building Hardware contracts are taken 
by the manufacturers direct, and those that we get are of neces- 
sity taken on a very close basis. Then, too, there has been less 
small building than usual—all building operations are very ex- 
pensive—and the small building trade consequently has been 
very slow. But the outlook is very encouraging—business in 
Baltimore generally is on the boom and the future seems un- 


usually bright.”

iSvery one who has ever watched a hypnotist work will recall 
iat he focusses the eyes of his subject upon a very bright light, 
r will close the eyes to make inoperative the optic nerve and 

| have nothing odoriferous around, his object being to entirely 

aside the objective mind. He must have a willing subject, 
ie whose reason and judgment are in harmony with his, in order 
accomplish this result. If he can get such a condition where 
the objective mind is entirely set aside, and he says to his sub- 
ect, “You are a King on a throne,” he is, in his own mind, be- 
iuse the subjective mind obeys the suggestion. That man is 
hypnotized, but this is a condition which we cannot get in sales- 
nanship. In the first place we do not have very willing subjects, 
ind in the second place, it is impossible to get a condition where 
there are no detracting influences, so that as I said before, we 
‘annot hypnotize a man to sell him, even if we desired to. How- 
ver a knowledge of this fact has its value. 
One of the psychological laws which is of value to the sales- 
lan, in this connection, is as follows: The influence of your 
egestion upon the sub-conscious minds of a customer, is in di- 
‘ct proportion to the intensity of his attention, that is, if we can 
nake his attention so intense that he never hears anything nor 
iastes anything, and then, by logical arguments, bringing his rea- 
son and judgment into harmony with our own, when we make a 
suggestion to his sub-concsious mind, that he shall buy, he buys 
in obedience to this natural law. This is merely an approach 
to the subject of hypnotism, that is all. 

What I have said merely illustrates the mental law of sale an1 
that law is well worth remembering. Attention, properly sus- 
tained, develops into interest; interest, augmented, becomes de- 
sire and desire, intensified, resolve to buy. 

Che eductive and instruction process of education, are very 
closely bound together, as one will readily recognize if they will 
‘top to think what a great factor in commanding attention, is 
really a strong personality. 

| have said a great deal about this subject, and will pass on 
n this filling-in process of useful knowledge, to the next step, 
which is a discussion of those subjects which make the salesman 
the all-round business man. He should, primarily, have an ambi- 
tion to be a well-rounded, and well-grounded merchant. He 
should fill in with useful knowledge pertaining to such subjects 

credits, advertising, costs in relation to selling, system, whole- 
scaling, specializing, retailing and promoting. The merchant buys 
his goods to sell, not because they look well on the shelves, and 
the real salesman is the one who realizes this fact and uses his 
wn mind to assist in disposing of them. He who originates 
‘nique methods of advertising them, in order to attract the at- 

ntion of consumers to them; he who understands window trim- 
ming and the laws which govern its success; he who knows the 
vhys and wherefores of everything about the business, and his 
istomer does not work blindly, realizing that if he would be 
truly successful he must build up a great emergency reserve of

knowledge which fits him to contend, successfully, with the new 
conditions arising daily. 

A doctor does not use all of his knowledge in prescribing for 
one case, nor does a mechanical engineer use all his knowledge in 
designing a single mechanical product, but both have a ground 
work of the underlying principles which enable them to suc- 
cessfully apply such knowledge when occasion demands. 

In what I have said, I have merely endeavored to give a gen- 
eral outline of the scope of this subject, and in conclusion | 
merely want to challenge vour attention to a few of the good 
old-fashioned laws which bind all these others together. There 
is one without which, they would all be like faith without work, 
that is the law of hustle. We never see any progress of nature, 
without activity, and the law of activity makes us realize that the 
reason most men do not accomplish more, is because they do not 
attempt more. It is this law of activity that makes us realize 
also that genius is nothing more than energy intensified. I some- 
times recall what Paderewski said to Queen Victoria when she 
commanded him to play for her. Complimenting him upon his 
genuine he replied: “Yes, your Majesty, the world now calls me 
a genius, but there was a time when I was only an ordinary piano 
player, yet I had made up my mind that the world should call 
me a genius, so I practiced, days, nights, weeks. months and 
vears, and finally the world called me a genius, but before I was 
a genius, I was a drudge.” And this is what we all must be, 
not in the sense of slaves, but in the sense of loving labor for 
labor’s sake and the rewards which it brings. 

We should be willing to pay the price of success, both in build- 
ing up ourselves and in gaining knowledge. I never think of 
this law of activity that I am not impressed with the value of 
the margins of time. -I sometimes recall what Garfield replied 
when he was asked why he was the best Latin scholar in school. 
He pointed across the campus and said: “You see that light 
over there, well that’s Fain’s light, now Fain recites Latin next 
best to me and I found out that he studies his Latin lesson the same 
hour that I do, which is just before we retire, so that I watch 
Fain’s light, and when I see his light go out, I study fifteen 
minutes longer, and that’s where I have got him.” It is that 
law which carried Garfield from the canal boat to the White 
House, and it was that law which gave him an opportunity to 
make himself “genuinely fit.” 

There is one other law that I wish to speak about and then I 
will conclude, and that is, the eternal law of faith. 

Some might think I am usurping the place of the clergy, but, 
on the contrary, I am talking from the standpoint of dollars and 
cents, talking from the standpoint of the pocket-book, and not 
from any standpoint of a future life. 

It was recently said that theologians tell us where we are going 
to, the scientists where we came from, but thank God, we are here 
now, and it is from the here and the now viewpoint that [ am 
talking. 

There are just five links in the chain of faith, and it is well to 
remember that no chain is stronger than its weakest link. There 
is first, faith in the infinite, in an all-wise power which created 
wisdom. Second, faith in ourselves, faith that we are a bundle 
of wonderful possibilities. Third, faith in our mission, faith that 
that which we have to sell is the best in the world. Fourth, 
faith in our fellow-men, faith that they know our service, and 
our mission, and that they are reasonable men and will recog- 
nize reasonable arguments, and lastly, faith in our employers. 

Gentlemen, when this chain of faith shall have been completed, 
the words spoken 2,000 years ago become the expression of a 
wonderful, living force, it must absolutely follow that “accord- 
ing to your faith be it unto you.”

BRINGING THE SCHOOL TO THE MAN. 

It is estimated that more than ninety per cent. of the people 
in the United States have received or are receiving education 
reaching no higher than the primary or grammar schools. Out 
of every 1,000 men, women and children now attending school 
948 are in primary and grammar grades, 39 in high and prepara- 
tory schools and only 13 in colleges, normal and technical schools. 
The struggle for existence is so keen that the great majority of 
men are forced to enter their callings without any special prepara- 
tion, and once in, school days are over. The expense in time 
and money of attending a technical school is so great that only 
a favored or unusually determined few are ever enrolled in such 
institutions. Meanwhile the marvelous development and increas- 
ing intricacy of industrial life call for men of trained minds as 
well as skilled hands, and the few men thus equipped in each 
establishment forge ahead to positions of responsibility, while 
the rank and file are machine tenders or simply “hands.” 

The small enrollment in technical schools shows how hard it 
is to bring the man to the school. But a new force is at work in 
which the school is brought to the man. Nearly 1,000,000 men 
and women have been or are now enrolled as students in the tech- 
nical correspondence schools of the country, and to each one is 
given the sort of instruction he requires for his advancement in 
his daily labor without interruption to his work. Such men study 
during their evening hours with a definite purpose in view. They 
learn more about the theory and practice of their work that they 
may earn more. In doing this they become possessed of the 
secret of success—namely, that their futures lie, not with unions 
or a socialistic government, but with themselves. The habit of 
self development, the new impulse of looking within for strength 
and help in time of perplexity and need, and the consciousness 
of the ability to bring a trained mind to the aid of trained hands, 
are developing a new race of engineers and mechanics whose 
influence for good is almost incalculable. 

Up to the present time these home study courses in practical 
work are carried on only by private institutions or in connec- 
tion with two or three great colleges; but the benefits are so 
great to both employer and employed that employers’ associations 
in each trade or industry should give earnest consideration to 
some plan of offering to every employee home instruction supple- 
mented by shop practice. Better still would be the results if the 


trade unions could be brought to see that the greatest good the 
could do to their members would be their education along prac 
tical lines—practical courses in instruction leading up to diplomas 
which would advance their holders to higher and higher grades 
on the union rosters and to better pay in the shop. A union card 
hacked by such a system would be a sesame to the shop of most 
wide awake employers, and the competitive demand for men of 
the higher grades would insure higher wages for good men than 
the unions will ever be able to force on employers by present 
methods.—Metal Worker.

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AMERICAN SAWMILL MACHINERY. 

One of the most important industries in the United States, 
says the American Exporter, is the manufacture of sawmill and 
wood-working machinery, which, as it has developed within the 
past few years a comparatively large export trade, is well worthy 
of consideration by all our readers. | 

Undoubtedly the first power saw mills were the old-fashioned 
upright or Mulay mills, which were probably first used in France 
Shortly after the settlement of this country, the New Eng- 
landers began to use water power mills, and these mills were 
employed quite extensively in the United States after that time 

equipped solely, however, with upright saws. 

carly in this century experiments began to be made with what 
is known as the circular saw; and in time, on account of its rapi‘ 
production, this variety of saw became almost universally used. 
At first it was necessary to employ very thick blades, which caus- 
ed a great waste of material; but with the introduction of 1m- 
proved steel and improved methods and machinery, circular blades 
nearly as thin as the old-fashioned upright saws were finally made 
to work successfully. 

Circular saws for sawing Jumber from the log have never 
heen extensively used outside of America, probably owing largely 
to the fact that expert circular sawyers are not to be found in 
other countries, and, further, the saws and the mills of other 
countries are very inferior to those of America; and also be- 
cause of the thickness of the cut and consequent greater loss Dy 
sawdust of the circular saw. 

The broad statement that American saw-mill 
much superior to any made abroad, though unquestionably true, 
will, no doubt, be challenged by foreigners who have not had ex- 
perience in operating Inglish, French, German and American 
sawmills of various types will confirm the assertion, and a little

investigation will prove it beyond a doubt. 

An instance came to our notice some little time ago, where one 
of the principal English manufacturers of sawmill machinery, 
finding that English sawmills in one of the South American 
countries were being rapidly supplanted by sawmills of Ameri- 
can make, instructed their agent in that country to purchase one 
of the most popular American mills that were being sent out 
there, and forward it to them in England, where a copy of it was 
made and returned. this mill was sold and erected, but as it 
failed to give the satisfaction that the American mills which were 
being operated in the same district were giving, it was condemnea 
and an American mill ordered in its place.

facturing and operating saws and sawmills which is only ac- 
quired by years of experience and careful training, and manu- 
facturers in America possess the great advantage of having hun 
dreds of men at their command, schooled from boyhood in the 
art of operating saws and timber-reducing machinery, and who 
can almost by intuition detect the slightest defect in the saws or 
in the machinery employed by them in doing their work. 

The reasons why Americans (and in this term we 
Canadians) make superior machinery of this class are obvious. 
Since no other country in the world has ever produced, or is now 
producing, anything like the same quantity of lumber as Amer 
ica, Our manufacturers have found it necessary, on account ot 
the increasing value of the lumber and skilled labor, to take ad- 
vantage of everything that might reduce the labor and improve 
the production in either quantity or quality, and there is no one, 
having any knowledge of the inventive genius of our people, who 
will not readily admit that they are pre-eminently quick to per- 
ceive and to supply the best means for accomplishing any desired 
purpose, and especially is this true when, as in the lumber in 
dustry, the conditions are favorable and the necessities urgent. 


include 


lor many years the steel used in the manufacture of saw blades 
was imported. Now, practically speaking, the steel used in the 
manufacture of our saws is all made in this country. It was 
here also that the inserted and bit-tooth circular saws now so 
extensively used were invented and first made, especially for the 
large circular saws which are generally sent to foreign coun- 
tries, owing to the greater ease with which they are kept in work- 
ing order, and also because the diameters of such saws are not 
materially reduced by long use, as is the case with solid-tooth 
Saws. 

For many years, owing to the enormous tracts of timber land 
in America which it was desirable to clear off for agricultural 
purposes, no thought was taken of the great waste caused by the 
cutting of timber with thick circular saws, quantity being the first 
consideration. As a very large output was desired, thick blades 


were employed, in order to be able to saw rapidly; and many 
circular sawmills in this country, even with a single saw, cut as 
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high as 10,000 feet of one-inch lumber in an hour. Sometimes 
even larger quantities than this are cut and a day’s production is 
commonly from 40,000 to 50,000 feet. When the amount of power 
and of cutting necessary to produce this output is considered, it 
will be readily understood that great care must be taken of the 
saw and the machinery. 

Now: that timber lands are scarcer or more remote, the sub- 
ject of economy in the cutting of lumber has become a question 
of great importance, and the manufacturers of sawmill machin 
have been compelled to produce mills that would cut a cor 
sponding quantity of lumber without so great a waste in sawdust. 
The gang saw extensively used in large mills is not practical 
for this work in the smaller mills, nor is it possible with the gang 
mill to take advantage of the different qualities of lumber that 
may be in a single log, as with the circular mill. The only th 
left then, apparently, was to take up and perfect the band mill. 
Probably, the first band mill known was the “Newberry,” in 
vented early in this country. At that time the thinness of { 
kerf or cut made by the saw was not the quality that recommet 
As mentioned before, quantity in cut, and not ec

fact that the time must come when, owing to the great waste 
the circular saw, it would have to be done away with, and som 
thing more economical employed in its place. ‘This, therefor 
kept the band mill alive, and constant experiments went on, to 
perfect this mill and the saws employed, until now a 15 or 
gauge band saw is made to produce about as much lumber in 


given time as a 6 to 8 gauge circular saw. 

France, we believe, claims the tirst band mill for log sawing. 
and this was brought to Canada about the year 1870. Owing to 
defective saws, and the small experience that had been had with 
band mills, it was not a great success, but it showed the poss’ 
bilities of its ultimate employment for sawing logs into lumb« 
This being the case, practical experiments were made with it. 
until at the present time the American band saw for cutting log 
stands far ahead of any machine of its kind ever made. To gain 
this, not only the machine itself had to be perfected, but saws 
had to be produced that would run successfully on these mill; 
This also American skill accomplished, and we are no longer dc 
pending on England, France or Germany for band sawmill ma 
chinery, but are actually beginning to return the compliment }: 
sending mills and saws to the countries to which we formerly had 
to look for these machines. 

Band mills are now made to compete in quality and output with 
the best circular mills, at the same time saving in lumber from 
to 20 per cent., according to the thickness of the stock into whic! 
the logs are cut. This result has been reached within a compara 
tirely few years, and improvements will doubtless continue. 

sy referring to the advertising columns of English and Euro- 
pean trade journals, it will be noticed that many of the cuts and 
descriptions of the leading sawmills and machines therein con 
tained are, in reality, those of American machines. We fail to 
see how a greater compliment than this could be paid to Ameri 
can manufacturers and American ingenuity. 

The term “wood-working machinery” applies more particularl, 
to those machines employed in manufacturing lumber after it 
comes from the sawmill. It is possible, by the aid of the wood 
working machinery now produced in America, to perform nearls 
every detail of the work of dressing and finishing woods, even in 
the most complicated and delicate designs. American wood 
working machinery is largely exported, and the trade continually 
increased. At present it would be difficult to find any large or 
well appointed wood-working establishment in any country of 
the world that does not contain machines of American manufac 
ture, and invariably the proprietors speak most favorably of them 


A SMOKELESS STOVE. 
Device That Prevents Formation of Carbon. 

A new type of stove, the object of which is the abolition of 
smoke, no matter what fuel is employed, has been demonstrated 
in London. The invention comprises a screen of tubular fire 
bricks, made of special material built up in the furnace in such 
a position that all the products of the fire pass through the 
screen. The latter quickly becomes incandescent and flashes the 
gases as they pass through, thus preventing the formation of 
carbon. By the aid of this device, says the Scientific American. 
coal of the worst description can be burnt in the ordinary boiler 
with practically no smoke, and with a considerable saving in 
cost. For this purpose of demonstration, cheap, damp coal dust 
was burned. The only result was a light gray cloud at the top 
of the chimney stack, which cleared away in a few seconds.

WHERE CARE SHOULD BE USED. 


Varying prices almost always occasion complications, but where 
they must be used, do not, oh do not, make the recipient of the 
cut price think he is the only favored one or the most favored 
unless that is strictly true. Here is an actual occurence that I 
happen to know about: How often is it repeated in part at least 
in every neighborhood. 

Mr. Jones went to the Hardware store to buy a plow and after 
a good deal of haggling was given “an un-heard-of cut price on 
account of his being such a good customer.” 

As a matter of fact the price given was a bargain over which 
Jones had a right to feel well satisfied, if the thing had only 
stopped there. But on the way home he meets Smith, who looks 
at the plow and asks the price. Jones finally gives it confi- 
dentially with a chuckle of satisfaction and some exultation. The 
word passed around, Jones really enjoying his own special stand- 
in quite as much as his bargain—till it comes out that Mr. 
White got equal consideration a week before. It hurts Jones’ 
pride even worse than his pocketbook and he comes back upon 
the Hardwareman in spirit for revenge; while his neighbors, 
though they may enjoy his discomforture, are none-the-less 
mindful not to get caught by that Hardwareman themselves. 

[ once heard a man say that he hated to mention the price 
he paid a certain dealer for anything he did not know the mar 
ket value of himself, especially if it was sold him as a “bargain.” 
If he gave the price he expected to be laughed at for paying too 
much and if he quoted lower figures than he really gave he ran 
the risk of making a statement that the real value of the article 
would not warrant him in making to a man who was posted in 
values. 

For the protection of your customers don’t fool them in the 
real price of an article. If you are really giving them a bargain 
say so; if only ordinary value, don’t invite a comparison. of 
prices from which you will have to suffer by claiming to give a 
value that you do not give. 
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THE “DRUMMER” IN ENGLAND. 


A contributor to the /ronmonger (London) gives, in a re- 
cent issue of that paper, his experiences with traveling salesmen— 
“travelers” they call them over there, and in some few respects 
the British Knight of the grip and orderbook seems to bear a 
faint resemblance to his American cousin. The article reads as 
follows: 

A traveler is a human animal with which we are forced to put 
up, because we may possibly at some time need some of the “ex- 
tra special lines’”” which, he assures us, are being sold by every 
ironmonger except ourselves like “hot cakes,” “ripe cherries,” or 
any other thing that gives indigestion. 

Travelers vary in size, shape and manners. We are glad to 
see some and hate to see others. I have even heard of travelers 
who offer to stand drinks, “just because they have ten minutes 
to spare.” But that is distinctly wicked, and a great waste of 
time (and, of course, we hate that class.) 

We know one traveler whom we will call “John.” When he 
calls we first hear the shop-bell ring, then a waistcoat comes 
majestically through the door by degrees, and we know that in a 
short while “John’ will be doing himself the pleasure of waiting 
upon us. When all of him is in the shop we get our window- 
reacher to shake hands with him and we welcome his smiling face. 

We know another traveler, who comes in, starts in the key of 
A flat minor, sticks to his keynote, and goes through his list of 
prices “currant” (which, he assures us, are wonderfully raisin- 
able) from beginning to end, with a sob or two interspersed to 
arouse our sympathy. At the first pause we hasten to tell him 
that we are quite satisfied with the firm we already do business 
with. But that does not appear to affect him at all. He starts 
again. We try passive resistance, and begin siding up things on 
the counter. No use; he continues to intone, and at last we leave 
him in despair, chanting to the parcels on the shelves. 

There is the traveler who comes in and waits to hear how we 
talk to customers while we are selling goods in his line. Often 
our customers get impatient, and then we slip round the counter 
and suggest to the traveler that we may be busy fora few minutes. 
But a traveler of that type always tells us: “Oh, I’ll wait, thanks.” 
“All right, my boy,” we think, and after our customers are gone 
we indulge in a few observations which make that traveler think 
we are the most eloquent ironmongery firm in the world. He 
never calls again. 
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Top-hatted and kid-gloved travelers are very sweet. They usu- 
ally remember what sort of weather we’ve had each day ‘or 
months back, and we feel very proud of them because they set 
the shop off so. Then there’s the old traveling chap, who alwiys 
brings a special sample with him wrapped up in an old brown- 
paper parcel without string, and the Yankee, who can't possi)ly 
guess how on airth we can carry on business without buying from 
him. However, he’ll mail us his “catalog,” and he knows there 
will be a good account for him to collect next journey. 

All travelers’ samples are broken. Their owners explain this 
by saying that they (the samples) have been knocked about 4! 
over the country. Every traveler’s firm is better than the other 
travelers’ firms. Most travelers know exactly how many gress 
of their things you can sell before “they come around agai 
They have always booked huge orders from our competitors, and, 
surely, if those competitors can sell such things, we ought to! 
Some travelers speak the truth when they begin traveling, put 
they either get cured of this affliction or they are removed from 
the road. 

The height of perfection in the “traveling trade” is “tne bo 
with a curate.” The curate comes round to make appointments 
at the stockroom, and we are graciously received by tne “rea! 
head of the real firm.” He is most gushing, and even shakes 
hands with us! Everybody always gets “special prices to himself 
only” from the boss. Everything is marked in private mark, and 
the curate is not allowed to speak unless he is appealed to. He 
has then to answer in private mark, and the boss reduces the reply 
to plain language. Then, there are such things as travelers’ state 
ments, and, really, they are the worst part of the traveler. W: 
can get over every other defect by either shaking hands with him 
or pushing him out! But if he has a statement we have to te 
civil to the brute till we’ve paid him. I’m experimenting with 
patent to see if the beastly statements can be exterminated! When 
it is perfect I shall put it on the market. 

But, taking them all round, travelers, although a horrible nui- 
sance, are not a bad lot.
